GIVE THEM A CHANCE 

I wish I could persuade the birds 
that have built their nests in the trees 
in our chicken pen to move to safer 
quarters. Few of the little birds that 
have been hatched and cared for by 
the hopeful parents have, survived 
their first flight. As soon as they 
touch the ground they are pounced 
upon by a merciless mob of hungry 
hens. Our attempts at rescue have, so 
far, been in vain. Observation con- 
vinces me that as long as broods are 
hatched and reared above our chick¬ 
en pen they will meet death soon 
after they leave the nest. What 
chance have the poor birds? 

This reminds me of home? I have 
known. These hornes, many of them, 
have been well-feathered with physi- 
cal comforts. Proud parents have seen 
their children grow and develop as 
they have supplied hungry mouths 
and minds with food and knowledge. 
And the children may not have been 
altogether neglected spiritually eith- 
er. They have' likely received the life 
that God provides in Baptism. That 
life may also have been nourished 
through Sunday School and Confirma- 
tion instruction. But the surroundings 
of the home have been worldly and 
indifferent offering little help for the 
young Christian to blossom out into a 
finn, conscious faith in Christ. The 
home was built in branehes that 
stretch over a chicken pen of evil 
lusts so that when the fledgling was 
off on his own, his spiritual life was 
soon killed by the evil lusts he natur- 
ally gravitated into. What chance has 
youth without Christ? 

Where is your home built? Where 
will the y oung fledglings land whén 
they take to their wings. Not very far 
from home. You can build your home 
where the mortality is very high, and 
you can build it where the mortality 
is very low. Do not invite your child¬ 
ren to stumble. “Whoso shall cause 
one of these little ones that believe on 
me to stumble, it is profitable for 
him that a great millstone should be 
hanged about his neck, and that he 
should be sunk in the depth of the 
sea” (Matt. 18:6). 

Do not in umbelief write the doom 
over your children by spiritually build- 
ing your home over a chicken pen. 
Guided by God’s Word and in obedi- 
ence to Christ build your home in a 
safer place. “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house.” —A. K. H.

Every Christian is a co-worker with 
Christ and not least when it comes to 
Evangelism. The lay worker has his 
particular place as well as the pastor 
in this work, and let each one see that 
he does his work well. By lay worker 
we mean a Christian man or woman 
who has his own trade or profession 
to occupy his time, but at the same 
time is concerned about the work of 
God’s Kingdom and spend some of 
his time for it. f 

One avenue open for all is to spend 
some time every day in prayer. Not 
only in praying in a general way, but 
for some specific person or thing. It 
is a well known fact that every great 
revival has been born through prayer. 
Before Pentecost there was a ten 
days prayer meeting, and the Book 
of Acts records the result in thous- 
ands of souls. And so down through 
the centuries it has been reported 
that great awakenings were brought 
about through prayers of one person 
or by many who had made this a 
daily sjibject of prayer. 

If God has placed some soul upon 
your heart to win that soul for Him, 
it is essential to begin with prayer. 
Later a word for the Master, a kind 
deed will follow, and some day that 
soul may thank God for you who 
became the means to his salvation. 
In some cases this may be brought 
about in a few days, but more often 
it will take months and even years 
before you can point to the fruit. Yes, 
in some instances the one who did the 
sowing never saw the fruit, but he 
shall not lose his reward. 

One of the most important 
branehes of our work of Evangelism 
is to plant the word of God in the 
hearts of the children. The work of 
the Sunday School is resting mostly 
on the shoulders of the lay workers. 
It is a deplorable fact that so few 
Christians place their heart aud soul 
into this work, and in particular the 
men. We need consecrated men 
teachers as well as women. Else our 
boys and young men will soon feel 
out'of place in the Sunday School and 
consider it a place for girls and 
women. But they want to be men, real 
men; and act and talk as do the 
men. Lay men here is a work for you 
to remedy the false impression given 
our boys in many of our Sunday 
Schools today. 

Again there are many old and shut- 
ins who need a friend to come to 
them in their lonely condition with 
eheer and comfort from the word of 
God. Let it not be a social visit only, 
but leave a tract, a bible passage or 
a prayer for them to think about and 
remember when you. have left. Pray 
that it may bear fruit. Another 
avenue open for some of our lay peo- 
ple is to help with money. God has 
not given you a gift to preach and 
so if you try it would be a failure. 
But some are so bless^d with ability to 
make money that which ever way 
they turn the money is coming in. If 
that is your lot you cannot be an 
evangelist but you can help to pay 
for one and to pray for the messages 
he gives. Some day you may see the 
souls you won through him.

HANNA STRAND 

Hanna Strand was born near Oslo, 
Norway, on April 5, 1867, baptised 
and confirmed in her native Lutheran 
Church. About the age of 17 she emi- 
grated to the U.S.A. where, at New- 
man Grove, Nebr., she was united in 
marriage to Syver Larson Dagsgard. 
In 1904 they moved to Canada and 
settled near St. Albert, Alta. Here 
they raised a large family and were 
active in the work of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church.

Warned of God 

Read I Corinthians 10: 6-13 
9th Sunday after Trinity 

Much trust in self, is not an uncom- 
mon sin, among the people of today. 
Much of self and little of Christ is 
often too true of the Christian. Chris- 
tianity is taken so much for granted 
that it is thought by some, not neces- 
sary to read God’s Word regularly, or 
join with a Christian congregation in 
public worship. Sinful practises ac- 
cordingly grow and develop unham- 
pered in such lives. Cheap, popular 
examples of what a successful person 
must be are unawaringly copied. The 
desires only of the body are satisfied. 
“The people sat down to eat and 
drink, and rose up to play.” 

One who knows something of his- 
tory knows that there are ignpble ex¬ 
amples that stand as warnings to us. 
The Roman Empire had its glorious 
day, like unto our present eivilization 
by comparison. But corruption and sin 
lead to its breakdown. History will re- 
peat itself for us if we heed not the 
warning. Scripture sets forth the dan- 
ger signals. 

Followers of Christ, today, as never 
before, need to be true to God’s Word. 
There should be no dabbling with sin, 
no playing on the border-line. We 
pray in the Lord’s Prayer, “Lead us 
not into temptation.”

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OUR DISTRICT CONVENTION 

Perhaps while our convention is 
still fresh in mind it is well to evaluate 
the convention as a whole. We had a 
good convention. We are thankful to 
God that even the very difficut and 
controversial prohlems were conduct- 
ed in a kind and brotherly spirit. 
There seemed to be a sense of need of 
a greater’vision of the program and 
the possibilities of the church. 

It is a goosd time to mention now, 
however, that the important matters 
of business were left for the time too 
close to the end of the convention. 
We believe that this matter should be 
seriously considered in preparing for 
the next convention. 

Various methods have been tried 
to facilitate the business procedure. 
Our Danish friends in U.S. had their 
boards meet about three months prior 
to the convention to prepare the reso- 
lutions. Under the caption “A Happy 
But Confused Convention” we shall 
let the editor of the Ansgar Lutheran 
speak as to the result of this plan: 
“The fact is that some of the board 
members were not always able to ex- 
plain their own resolutions . . . This is 
very natural. Some of these boards 
meet in March and draw up their res¬ 
olutions. Then two or three months 
later they come to the convention, and 
they have forgotten the facts that led 
to the resolutions that were written.” 
The plan used in this convention was 
to eliminate the working committees 
and have the official boards report 
directly to the convention. 

To have working committees is a 
fine plan. However, to have these 
committees convening during conven¬ 
tion time is not such a good practice. 
Having four committees comprising 
about tweny men out of the sessions 
part of the time the business is trans- 
acted is not a good policy. For the 
committees to cover all the work in 
between sessions is not always poss- 
ible. 

Perhaps we would not need four 
committees. It may be well, too, that 
the committees meet prior to the con¬ 
vention and that the resolutions be 
prepared in mimeographed form for 
the convenience of the voting delega- 
tion at the convention. Others have 
suggested that the committees meet 
early enough (but not too early) so 
that important resolutions could be 
mailed out to the pastors prior to the 
convention. Thus the important mat¬ 
ters could be considered by pastors 
and congregations early. 

At any rate this matter is worth our 
serious thought. It is not a new prob¬ 
lem. We are certain that the commit- 
tee on convention considered the mat¬ 
ter also very carefully before our con¬ 
vention. However, we are equally cer¬ 
tain that we must seek to arrange our 
business sessions to give more time to 
important matters early in the con¬ 
vention.

CHARACTERISTICS OF THE 
EARLY CHRISTIANS 

What was it that made the early 
Christians so effective in the spread- 
ing of the gospel? We may well note 
what ( these characteristies were and 
by the grace of God seek incorporate 
them 'in our lives so that we also may 
be more effective in the work of His 
Kingdom. 

First, we note that the early Chris¬ 
tians possessed a sense of divine eom- 
pulsions—the spirit of the Master, 
who said, “I must.” They saw the 
mighty urgency of their mission. This 
was born on the day of Pentecost 
when in desperation for their souls’ 
salvation they cried, “Brethren, 
what shall we do?” Salvation became 
a matter of life or death with them. 
This spirit rerpained with them as 
they became cdncerned about the lost 
souls around them. “Fear came upon 
every soul.” “They could not but 
speak the things which they saw and 
heard.” Therefore they preached 
with all boldness. Nothing could 
thwart them—severe persecution of 
imprisonment and torture. Nothing 
could keep them from speaking the 
Words of Life. The eternal welfare 
of souls depended on it. This divine 
compulsion caused them to preach 
under all circumstances, both early 
and late—“at daybreak,” for the 
truth had gripped their hearts that 
there was salvation in none other than 
Jesus Christ; “that there was none 
other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby man must be 
saved.” With such fervency in preach- 
ing they, in a few days, “filled Jesu- 
salem” with their teachings. There 
was a working “while it was yet day” 
with these early Christians, for it was 
urgent. 

Another characteristic we note 
among these early Christians was 
their willingness to sacrifice in their 
tender concern for the welfare of oth¬ 
ers. From the beginning, “they sold 
their possessions and parted them to 
all, aocording as eaeh one had needf 
No sacrifice was too great, no price 
too high to pay, only that man might 
enjoy the fruits of the gospel. 

Then again we note their sole de- 
pendence upon the Holy Spirit. They 
claimed the promised power of the 
Holy Spirit and lived and worked 
thereby. Everything that they did was 
in relation to what the Holy Spirit 
could do through them. No one could 
witness apart from Him. Being “full 
of the Spirit” was a divine require- 
ment. They prayed for the Holy Spirit 
for them that had not received Him. 
His presence was an indication of di¬ 
vine approval. When He directed 
they, with implieit faith, obeyed. All 
depended on the Holy Spirit. 

The last characteristic we are go- 
ing to note is their diligent use of the 
Word and prayer. First in relation to 
their own spiritual welfare and then 
in relation to their mission. Among 
the early Christians there was an ur¬ 
gent need of gathering together in 
Word and prayer. “They continued 
stedfastly in the apostles’ teachings 
and fellowship, in the breaking of 
bread and the prayers.” And it was 
as they were thus gathered that they 
were filled with the Holy Spirit.- They 
had set hours of prayer. The Word 
was God’s communication to them, 
spoken by the Holy Spirit. And in 
prayer they “lifted up their voices to 
God.” 

Their ministry was also one of 
Word and prayer. They gave them- 
selves to the “ministry of the Word 
and continued stedfastly in prayer.” 
Wherever they went they preached 
the Word, for.it was the “Word of 
Life” which men “believed and were 
saved.” 

Many other characteristies could 
be cited but space will not permit. 
Let these characteristies be evident 
in our lives also today and it will 
make for more effective work in the 
Kingdom of God. God help us to have 
such a sense of divine compulsion; to 
have such a spirit of willing and glad 
sacrifice; to have such a sense of de- 


History of Sunday School by Mail, Outlook, Sask 


Before going into the recorded 
history of the Sunday School by Mail 
at the office at Outlook, it would be 
interesting to refer to the very begin- 
nings of this projeet. 

Before our church had the Services 
on an organized Lutheran Sunday 
School by Mail many of our country 
districts were poorly eared for in the 
instruetion of God’s Word. Some dis¬ 
tricts were not being reached at all. 
The Pastor in one of our northern 
parishes, J. B. Stolee, now at Birch 
Hills, Sask., worked out a system for 
his own use -whereby he could over¬ 
come the barriers to the work of 
reaching the children in his outlying 
congregations, and in the fringes of 
these congregations. He prepared 
Sunday School instruetions for these 
children and sent them to the child¬ 
ren by mail. The children would study 
their lessons according to instruetions 
given, answer the questions given and 
return them to the pastor for correc- 
tion. 

In March , 1944, when Pastor 
Stolee became president of the Board 
of Parish Education, with Pastor M. 
S. Johnson of Edmonton (now of S.L.- 
B.I.), and Pastor A. M. Vinge of Cam¬ 
rose, as secretary and treasurer re- 
spectively, the new projeet of Sun¬ 
day School by Mail was discussed. It 
was decided to center the work at 
S.L.B.I., Outlook, Sask. 

Six courses were offered for the 
first year, Grades one to five and Con- 
firmation. Mrs. G. Loken, Outlook, 
prepared the grades one and two; 
Mrs. Oscar Likness, Irma, Alta., pre¬ 
pared grades three and four; Pastor 
K. A. Knutson, Clearbrook, Minn., 
(formerly of Cabri, Sask.) prépared 
the grade five course; and Pastor M. 
S. Johnson prepared the course in 
Confirmation. 

The selection by S.L.B.I. Board of 
Miss Ruth McFarlane of Gronlid, 
former graduate of S.L.B.I. and then 
the school secretary, as the first 
supervisor was approved by the Par¬ 
ish Eduea.tion committee. The Board 
of Parish Education and Home Mis¬ 
sion Committee appropriated grants 
each year for Sunday School by Mail. 

The new projeet was made known 
by several means. An insert was made 
in the District paper the “Shepherd- 
Hyrden”, and this insert was also 
sent out to all pastors to be posted 
in every church, to W.M.F. members 
to be -posted in outlying areas. An¬ 
nouncements were made in other 
church papers, and over radio broad- 
casts. 

With the co-operation of friends 
far and wide the Lutheran Sunday 
School by Mail became more popular 
reaching out to more than 875 child¬ 
ren before the first year was over as 
compared to the 50 names enrolled 
at the beginning of the year. 

In 1945 four more courses were 
added, the Grade six and seven pre¬ 
pared by Mrs. Oscar Likness; the 
Kindergarten prepared by Mrs. G. 
Loken; and Bible Study in Acts pre¬ 
pared by Mr. G. Loken, S.L.B.I., Out¬ 
look. The Grade five course was re- 
vised by Miss Lillian Tysdal of Brier- 
crest, Sask. 

The enrollment for that second 
year of Sunday School by Mail was 
increased to over 1,100 with a mailing 
list of 960 continued pupils. About 
300 of these pupils were recorded to 
have completed their work satisfac- 
torily. 

In June, 1946, Miss Doris Nelson 
of Blumenhof, Sask., suoceeded Miss 
Ruth McFarlane as Superintendent of 
the Sunday School by Mail. Mr. and 
Mrs. G. Loken were appointed ad- 
visors. 

In the fall of 1946, the beginning 
of the third year in Sunday School iby 
Mail, all pupils from the former year 
were re-enrolled in the next grade. 
With the new enrollments our en- 


pendence on the Holy Spirit, as we 
faithfully seek Him in Word and 
prayer and witness for Him. 


rollment list reached almost 1,300. 
There were more than 150 pupils dis- 
continued for various reasons, such as 
recent attendance at a regular Sun¬ 
day School begun in their districts or 
“no time”, or “to mueh home work”. 

Of the 1,120 on the mailing list for 
continued pupils, about 500 are now 
making use of their lessons. 

One Bible study Course had been 
added in the summer of 1946, that 
of studies in Romans prepared by 
Pastor G. O. Evenson, S.L.B.I., Out¬ 
look. 

Certainly Sunday School by Mail 
is being used as a blessing. Children 
and young people are being reached 
regularly with the gospel. Souls are 
being blessed. Yes, souls are being 
saved, that is, they are being brought 
into a fellowship with our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Will you, dear readers, con¬ 
tinue to pray that this projeet will 
continue to be a blessing to many 
more districts. May we have your 
co-operation with us in making this 
known to all, that our Sunday School 
by Mail may be sérving thse com- 
munities that are so sorely in need 
of such instruetion in God’s Word.

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The Stone Rejected 

“Behold, I lay in Zion for a foun¬ 
dation stone, a tried stone, a precious 
corner stone, a sure foundation.” In 
these words of Isaiah 28:16 God 
speaks of Christ Whom He should 
send to the world to be our Savior, 
and as such the foundation and cor- 
nerstone of His Temple, the Church. 
But Zion, the nation chosen by God 
to be the builders, rejected the Stone 
because it did not fit into their ideas 
of the Kingdom. The Stone was re¬ 
jected and east aside on Calvary. 

“Behold, I lay in Zion for a foun¬ 
dation stone, a tried stone, a precious 
cornerstone, a sure foundation.” How 
true for us today! Through His Word 
He offers us this precious Cornerstone 
and Sure Foundation, “disallowed of

Johnson, president, on behalf of the 
society, presented to Mrs. Julia Gun¬ 
derson, a life membership certificate 
in the W.M.F. of our church as a tok¬ 
en of her faithful and willing service. 


History of New Norway Ladies’ Aid 

This Ladies’ Aid was begun in 1900 
by the following pioneer women who 
came from the UJ3.A.: Mrs. Even Ol¬ 
stad, Mrs. K. Fraland, Mrs. P. Jensen, 
Mrs. Levang, Mrs. P. N. Haukedal, 
Mrs. Ludwig Olstead, Mrs. Lars 01- i 
stead, Mrs. Ole Olstead, Mrs. Christ 
Johnson, Mrs. Edward Ramsey, Mrs. j 
Gulick Iverson, Mrs. Kvelland. Mrs. I 
Haukedal served as president for 12 ^ 
years. Meetings were held in a small \ 
school house and money was raised j 
by making quilts. People throughout 
the district also gave donations. Ten 
years later a church was built. 

In those pioneer days, the Ladies’ 
Aid meeting was an all day event. Re- 
freshments, dinner and afternoon 
lunch were served and the whole fam- 
ily always attended. 

The only survivors of these pioneer 
women are Mrs. Ole Olstad and Mrs. 
Christ Johnson. Pastors T. T. Carlson, 
Tuland, Nodtsaedt and Sater were 
among the first pastors. 

Many contributions have been 
made to the church since its erection, 
such as installation of lights, curtains, 
two organs,*rug and séveral pews. We' 
also hope to get a new altar painting 
and baptismal font. The basement 
was built in 1931, which debt was 
partly taken over by the Ladies’ Aid. 

This community is mainly a Nor¬ 
wegian settlement, as our name signi- 
fies, and the rømmegrøt suppers al- 
most every fall were greatly enjoyed 
by all. In 1935 the church celebrated 
its 25th anniversary. Pastors taking 
part were P. Lovseth, N. Carlson, B. 
Ostrem, and S. O. Hilde. When we 
look back over the years, we praise 
the Lord for having blessed us both j 
spiritually and materially. The fol¬ 
lowing pastors have served qs during 
thesa 37 years: Pastor T. T. Carlson, 
1908-1915; Pastor O. Ellingson, 1916- 
1924; Pastor Oppedahl, 1925-1928; 
Pastor N. Carlson, 1928-1933; Pastor 
S. O. Hilde, 1933-1937; Pastor B. Os¬ 
trem, 1938-1939; Pastor J. 0. keitan, 
1939-1940; Pastor Solheim, 1941-
